At an event to mark the launch of its 
premium suite, lounge and seat, Spurs used 
state-of-the-art, 360-degree virtual reality 
to take visitors inside the 61,000-seat 
stadium - before it has been built. 

The various luxury options include: 

• The Tunnel Club, which will allow 
lounge guests to view players as they 
prepare to take to the pitch via 
one-way glass. 

• The H Club, featuring a range of 
Michelin star dining. 

• The Sky Lounge, located on level nine, 
offering panoramic views both within and 
outside the stadium. 

Unsurprisingly, the level of luxury for 
these options is reflected in the price - 
membership of The Tunnel Club will set 
punters back £339 per game, the Sky 


Lounge £195 per game and The H Club a 
whopping £535 a game. 

Daniel Levy, chairman of Tottenham 
Hotspur, said: “We believe our new 
stadium will redefine sports and 
entertainment experiences. We have 
travelled to some of the best venues in the 
world to ensure no stone is left unturned in 
order to deliver experiences that are 
unparalleled for all our visitors. It will 


provide the world-class facilities our players 
and fans deserve and bring much-needed 
regeneration to the local area.” 

The club believes the new White Hart 
Lane stadium, which will also feature a 
17,000-seater, single-tier home end, will 
transform the area, supporting 3,500 jobs, 
amounting to a net gain of 1,700. It is also 
estimated that it will result in £293m being 
injected into the area each season. 


WITNESS APPEAL 
AFTER BLINDINGS 

Two men lost sight in one eye after unrelated New Year's Eve attacks

TWO men were both blinded in one eye in 
unrelated violent attacks as Haringey her¬ 
alded the new year, police have revealed. 

Within hours of the chimes ringing in 2017, 
two men had been maimed for life, losing the 
sight in their right eye. 

This week detectives appealed for witnesses to 
and information about the two incidents, which 
happened just before midnight on Saturday, 



December 31 and shortly afterwards on Sunday, 
January 1. 

The first assault happened in the Salisbury 
Hotel pub in Grand Parade, Harringay, after a 
28-year-old man accidentally bumped into 
another man, knocking over a drink on a tray he 
was carrying. 

The two men exchanged words and the suspect 
poured a drink over the victim before hurling a 
glass at him which smashed causing serious 
facial injuries. A 26-year-old man has been 
arrested and bailed in connection with the assault 
until a date in late March. 

An hour later, just after lam, a 24-year-old 
man, who had gone with friends to Alexandra 
Palace to celebrate new year, was struck in the 
face with a bottle by a fellow reveller in what 
police describe as a “particularly nasty and 
unprovoked attack”. 

Ali Doositzadeh had been standing enjoying 
the view on the South Terrace next to the fixed 
viewing binoculars outside the ice rink when a 
fight broke out. 

He tried to break it up when he was hit with 


the bottle, which slashed his eye. The suspect is 
described as Asian, in his late teens and 5ft lOins 
tall, with dark brown hair. He was wearing a 
“very distinctive” orange and white coat. 

Speaking about the attack on Mr Doositzadeh, 
Detective Constable Ian Cant, for Haringey CID, 
said: “The level of violence used has left him 
blind in one eye and he remains in hospital 
recovering from his injuries. 

“The suspect was wearing a very distinctive 
coat and I would ask anyone who was at 
Alexandra Palace and who took photographs 
to check the images to see whether he is in 
the background”. 

Detective Constable Adam Rose, who is 
investigating the earlier assault, said it was a 
nasty attack which had left the victim with per¬ 
manent eye damage.”

Wood Green 
plans unveiled 

AMBITIOUS plans 
to regenerate Wood 
Green town centre 
have moved a step 
closer.

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Leading Green backs 
calls to clean 
up the roads

LONDON Assembly member Caroline 
Russell has jumped on the “car free” 
bandwagon lobbying for clean air 
in Enfield. 

The Green Party’s national transport 
spokeswoman, who is also an Islington 
councillor, has a history of successful 
environmental campaigns and has 
asked London mayor Sadiq Khan to 
invite his new walking and cycling 
commissioner to visit Enfield to see the 
issues caused by traffic congestion. 

The request was made following a 
meeting two weeks ago led by MP for 
Enfield Southgate David Burrowes to 
discuss the benefits of extending the 
Ultra Low Emission Zone (ULEZ) 
from central London to the North Cir¬ 
cular Road to help clean up the heavily 
polluted air for his constituents. 

The ULEZ will be introduced in 2019 
by Mr Khan and will require drivers of 
the oldest and dirtiest vehicles to pay a 
charge. Drivers who fail to meet the 
standards will pay a £12.50 fine - sep¬ 
arate from the congestion charge. 

Mr Burrowes said: “This issue is of 
great importance to my constituents as 




many live near the busy 
North Circular Road, 
which has some 
the worst air qual¬ 
ity levels in Lon¬ 
don. I will be 
pressing the

the proposals benefit outer London, not 
only central London.” 

Initially, the charge zone was to cover 
central London, but under Mr Khan’s 
new plans - now the subject of public 
consultation - the ULEZ could stretch 
from the North to South Circular roads. 

Clare Rogers, who represented the 
Better Streets for Enfield group and 
spoke at the public meeting in Bowes 
Primary School, Bounds Green, 
attended by more than 100 people, said 
afterwards: “There was a strong agree¬ 
ment in the meeting that we need to cut 
the overall volume of traffic in the bor¬ 
ough, including through traffic on resi¬ 
dential streets. 

“Lots of people expressed interest in 
the idea of modal filters as a way to cre¬ 
ate low-traffic neighbourhoods, as done 
successfully in Walthamstow, with 
10,000 fewer car journeys per day, but 


minimal displacement of traffic on to 
other roads. 

“We’ve also agreed that we [council¬ 
lors, campaign groups] need to work 
together to raise awareness of the 
urgency to replace car journeys due to 
the effects of air pollution from road 
traffic and to showcase alternatives - 
car clubs, car sharing and cycling, 
including family bikes such as tandems 
and cargo bikes for the school run.” 

Currently, 9,400 premature deaths in 
the capital each year are attributable to 
toxic chemicals in the air, according to 
information from the mayor’s office. 

MP for Edmonton Kate Osamor said: 
“Air pollution disproportionately 
impacts on the poorer parts of London. 
This reinforces the fact that improving 
air quality in London is a legal and 
moral obligation and I welcome the 
proposals put forward.” 


Cars destroyed 
in scrapyard fire 

FIREFIGHTERS believe a portable 
stand for holding lit coals was respon¬ 
sible for starting a blaze that destroyed 
nine cars and part of a workshop at an 
Edmonton scrapyard. 

They think that the lit brazier was 
left unattended and sparked the fire at 
the yard in Park Avenue in the early 
hours of Sunday morning. 

A spokesman said: “Four fire 
engines and 21 firefighters and offi¬ 
cers from Edmonton and Tottenham 
were called to the fire just after lam 
and it was under control at 2.48am.” 

The fire brigade believes the cause 
of the blaze was accidental.

“Lesney, the firm which produced millions of 
Matchbox die-cast cars, was founded in Enfield 
by Palmers Green residents Les and Rodney

Smith, who started off their business after the 
war in the cellar of condemned pub in Union 
Row, Edmonton. 

“And just as well-known were JW Spears, who 
from 1932 until it closed in 1994 produced mil¬ 
lions of different board games from its factory in 
Green Street, Brimsdown, including Scrabble. 

“On a much smaller scale was Elgin, based in 
Bush Hill Park, which made dolls house furni¬ 
ture in the 1920s and 1930s,” 
she added.

“The memorial outside the civic centre is a 
wonderful permanent reminder of the sacri¬ 
fice these men and women made when they 
crossed some of the most dangerous seas 
on earth where one fall into such waters 
would result in a rapid death.

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MP warns of closures as 
chemists face funding cut 


GOVERNMENT proposals to slash funding for 
community pharmacies across the country will 
have a devastating effect, warns Edmonton MP 
Kate Osamor. 

She says that under a new NHS package - 
that will slash funding for chemists by 40 per 
cent - Edmonton will see three quarters of 
pharmacies close. 

Although the government predicts that up 
to 25 per cent of pharmacies in England 
could close due to the cuts, it is proposing 
an access scheme to ensure “geographically 
important” chemists are not forced to shut 
their doors. 

But the access scheme which has been rolled 
out to help pharmacies remain open if they meet 


certain criteria - based on geography, distance 
from each other, population age, mortality rates 
and other government-led stipulations - will 
have little effect in the borough, says Ms 
Osamor, and, in Edmonton’s case, none of the 
chemists is eligible for the scheme. 

She said: “In the face of unprecedented 


demands on health and social care services, the 
importance of local pharmacies is greater 
than ever. 

“The government has now confirmed that 
budgets for community pharmacies will be 
reduced and cut dramatically. 

“These plans are short-sighted and I believe 


the reductions in funding will hit the 
deprived, elderly and long-term sick of Edmon¬ 
ton the hardest.” 

The Department of Health said that the 
government’s proposals were designed to 
save money. 

Community pharmacies currently receive 
an “establishment payment” as long as they 
dispense more than a certain number 
of prescriptions. 

The payment ranges from just over £23,000 a 
year to £25,100, depending on how many pre¬ 
scriptions are doled out. 

From April 1, it will be reduced by 40 per cent 
and the top payment will plummet from £2,092 
a month to £1,255. 


Father leads cancer 
research fundraising 
in tribute to daughter

A FATHER from Winchmore Hill 
who lost his daughter to an aggressive 
brain tumour six years ago has 
launched a £1 million campaign to 
fund a year’s worth of vital research 
into the deadly disease. 

David Taylor, who lives in Wynch- 
gate, set up the charity In Sue’s Name 
in memory of his daughter Sue 
Blasotta, who was just 42 when 


she died from the brain tumour - 
glioblastoma multiforme. 

The campaign will be launched offi¬ 
cially next month to raise much- 
needed funds for national charity 
Brain Tumour Research’s Centre of 
Excellence at Queen Mary University 
of London.

Council 
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Cutting it out: The knife bin at Edmonton Methodist Church 

MP backs knife 
crime operation

A STAUNCH campaigner for tougher sen¬ 
tences for knife-related crime has welcomed a 
week-long operation launched on Monday by 
Scotland Yard. 

Enfield Southgate MP David Burrowes, 
praised police at the launch of phase seven of 
Operation Sceptre - the London-wide initiative 
targeting knife crime - which will see stop and 
searches and weapon sweeps targeted in 
hotspot locations. 

Mr Burrowes said: “We need zero tolerance 
on knives and we need to do all we can to rid 
the menace of knives from our streets. 

“However, as much as I support and have 
campaigned for more robust policing and 
tougher sentences for knife crime, I recognise 
that we can’t arrest our way out of the problem. 

“We need more preventative work with fami¬ 
lies and schools to change a youth culture that 
thinks it is safe to carry a knife.” 

The Met Police blitz which runs until Sunday 
includes weapon sweeps, intelligence-led stop 
and search, promoting knife bins and undertak¬ 
ing operations to tackle those wanted in con¬ 
nection with knife related and violent crime. 

Operation Sceptre seeks to target not only 
those who carry and use knives, but also the 
supply, access and importation of weapons. 

There is a knife surrender bin - the only one 
in the borough - at Edmonton Methodist 
Church, in Fore Street, where people can 


“post’”knives anonymously and help get them 
off the streets. 

Operation Sceptre was originally launched by 
the Met in July 2015, aimed at reducing knife 
crime and the number families affected by 
knife crime across the whole of London. 

A police spokesman said: “Tackling knife 
crime is a priority for the Met and activity 
takes place year round. In addition, we have 
also carried out six weeks of concerted 
activity across London under the banner of 
Operation Sceptre. 

“In total, since Operation Sceptre was 
launched, we have conducted 5,791 weapon 
sweeps and 700 test purchase operations in 
shops that sell knives. A total of 4,565 stop and 
searches were conducted during those six 
weeks resulting in 793 arrests (from stop and 
search alone). 

“The combined six previous phases of the 
operation have resulted in a total of 2,294 
arrests, 473 of which were for possession of a 
knife or weapon, and the recovery and removal 
of 1,435 weapons from the streets of London.” 

The launch was designed to coincide with 
legislation, introduced in 2015, resulting in 
those who are convicted of carrying a knife 
for the second time facing a mandatory 
custodial sentence. 

The spokesman added that to report anyone 
carrying or using knives people should contact 
police on 101 or call Crimestoppers anony¬ 
mously on 0800 555 111, but in an emergency 
they should always dial 999. 


Health trust goes smoke-free 


PATIENTS and staff will be 
stubbing out their cigarettes 
as they go smoke-free at 
the mental health trust 
which covers Barnet, 

Enfield and Haringey. 

Smoking has been banned 
on the premises and in the 
grounds of the Barnet, 
Enfield and Haringey 
Mental Health NHS Trust 
as part of the initiative, 
which was launched on 
Tuesday last week, 
promoting long-term health. 

All inpatients referred to 
the hospitals for treatment 
to stop smoking will be 
offered a range of nicotine 
replacement therapy within 
30 minutes of admission - 


but can use electronic 
cigarette alternatives. 

Other replacements 
offered will include nicotine 
patches, lozenges and 
sprays to combat cravings. 

“Inpatient admission 
offers an invaluable 
opportunity to monitor and 
manage a person’s physical 
health,” said Sean Edwards, 
manager on Sussex ward at 
Chase Farm Hospital, in 
The Ridgeway, Enfield. 

“So by BEH going 
smoke-free we can 
hopefully enable patients to 
quit or reduce smoking by 
offering advice, support, 
and alternatives to improve 
their health and well-being. 


“It will be a challenge, but 
the benefits are significant,” 
he added. 

Patients in the community 
will also be supported to 
quit smoking and reduce 
their cigarette intake. 

“People who come to us as 
inpatients are sometimes 
dependent on nicotine when 
they are admitted and they 
feel a strong craving for 
cigarettes,” said Jonathan 
Bindman, medical director 
at BEH, “but this is 
counter-productive to 
treatment and to their 
long-term health. 

“Smoking is a major 
cause of premature death in 
service users.”

Underfunding 

THE Conservative Party is no friend of 
the National Health Service. 

Under their government, the NHS is 
going through the largest financial 
squeeze in its history, with many hos¬ 
pitals under pressure, undermanned 
and over-reliant on agency staff as a 
consequence. 

It is a bit rich of Conservative coun¬ 
cillor Terry Neville to slam North 
Middlesex (“Tory leader for Enfield 
says: ‘Don’t celebrate hospital’s fail¬ 
ing’”, Enfield Today website, Wednes¬ 
day, January 18) without addressing 
this issue. 

I am not one to make excuses for a 
hospital when it is providing less than 


RECENTLY, I came across this in a 
reputable magazine: “Owning a car is 
a huge determinant of health.” 

You might guess that this was a pos¬ 
itive statement, but it was about the 
negative effect of reducing exercise 
below the recommended minimum of 
150 minutes per week. 

Here’s another quote: “If people 
swapped motor vehicle miles for hiked 
miles, 60,000 years would be added to 
Londoners’ lives” - a reminder that 
there’s more to Enfield Council’s pol¬ 
icy of making it safe and convenient to 
cycle than reducing traffic and improv¬ 
ing air quality. 

Poor air quality behind the wheel is 
not the only detriment to the health of 
driver and passengers. 

Habitual car travel over short dis¬ 
tances limits the beneficial effects of 
walking and cycling, leading to condi¬ 
tions like obesity and type 2 diabetes - 
both very significant killers. 

Worse, 80 per cent of children - they 


the best standard of care for my con¬ 
stituents, but we must recognise the 
reasons why it happens if we are to do 
anything to rectify the problems. 

There is a lot more work that needs 
to be done to improve the situation at 
North Mid, but the hospital’s staff, doc¬ 
tors, nurses and managers deserve 
praise for their efforts in bringing the 
hospital through its recent crisis. 

However, there is only so much 
they can do at a local level to turn the 
situation around. 

All necessary measures must be put

However, I’m comforted by discov¬ 
ering that the Mayor of London plans 
to create and promote so-called 
“healthy streets”, which will have the 
characteristic of maximising walking 
and cycling over vehicles. 

Such a street is conceived as a 
“place” with pedestrian, cycling and 
public realm benefits. 

Attributes will include low traffic 
speed, trees, benches for sitting 
and cycling facilities such as bike 
racks. Indeed to qualify as a healthy 
street benefiting cycling will be 
a requirement. 

Reading about this on the Transport 
for London website brought to mind 
the destruction of hundreds of miles of 
front-garden hedges and their gardens 
since the 1970s to create car parking, 
meanwhile creating unattractive streets 


funded the NHS, shut Chase Farm 
Hospital’s A&E and made savage cuts 
to the council’s budgets. 

This has resulted in huge pressures 
being placed on our adult social care 
provision, GP practices and hospitals, 
including North Mid. 

Therefore, it might be more helpful 
if Mr Neville was willing to call on his 
party and government to provide the 
funds the NHS and adult social care 
services so desperately need and to 
give credit to the hard work doctors 
and nurses put in over Christmas and 
New Year.

Worshippers without a church to pray in 
celebrate with tenth anniversary service

A CHURCH - without a building - has cele¬ 
brated its tenth birthday with a service led by the 
Bishop of Islington, the Rt Rev Ric Thorpe. 

Grace Church Highlands was set up a decade 
ago to help serve the community of Highlands 
Village. 

The “village” had been created in Worlds End 
Lane, Winchmore Hill, after the Victorian 
Highlands Hospital was demolished and accom¬ 
modation for more than 3,000 built in its place. 

Rev Andy Wadsworth, the minister for Grace 
Church, was given the task of providing spiritual 
provision for the new community, but without a 
church to meet in. 


“We meet each Sunday morning at Highlands 
School,” he said. 

“We set up from 10am, get all the chairs in and 
out, set up a PA system and the children’s groups 
meet in adjoining rooms. 

“It’s hard in a sense because we don’t have a 
church for people to call in to. But we’ve man¬ 
aged to overcome that and have a flourishing 
group - the Grace Church family - of well over 
100 worshippers.” 

As well as a weekly service, the Grace Church 


hosts an English language support group for peo¬ 
ple who “feel isolated from life because they 
don’t speak the language”. 

The church also runs a youth football team and 
community cafe. 

Mr Wadsworth added: “We were thrilled that 
Bishop Ric was able to join us to celebrate 
and give thanks for the first 10 years in the life of 
our church. 

“We have a mission and heart to continue to 
serve our local community.”

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No cause for celebration 

Under-fire hospital has a long way to go, warns Tory leader

ENFIELD’S Tory group leader has slammed a 
crisis-hit hospital, saying it still has a long way to 
go to remedy shortcomings in standards of care. 

North Middlesex University Hospital has 
climbed the ratings scaled from “inadequate” to 
“requires improvement” in a report published 
last month - a shift celebrated by staff and lead¬ 
ers at the hospital, in Sterling Way, Edmonton. 

But Terry Neville, opposition leader at Enfield 
Council, said that celebrating failings was woeful. 

He said: “The latest report paints a dire picture 
of standards of healthcare at North Middlesex 
Hospital. When the inspection found that med¬ 
ical staff in a hospital are not washing their 
hands, you know that something is severely amiss. 

“But the failings are across the board. None of 
the nursing staff working on the surgical assess¬ 
ment unit had completed advanced life support 
training. There was no out-of-hours cover for the 
palliative care team. It was simply horrendous.” 

Health inspectors found a string of worrying 
health care standards after planned and spot 
checks in September last year including re-atten¬ 
dance rates that were “consistently worse” than 
the national average; several members of staff who 
described a culture of bullying and discrimination; 


no children’s learning disabilities nurse; damaged 
equipment in the emergency gynaecology unit; 
and that none of the nursing staff working on the 
surgical assessment unit had completed advanced 
life support training, putting patients at risk. 

But in spite of the downfalls - including staff’s 
lack of hand washing - the change in leadership 
following its “inadequate” rating six months ear¬ 
lier had brought about some good changes and an 
optimism for the hospital’s future. 

Professor Sir Mike Richards, chief inspector of 
hospitals, said: “I am pleased to report that the 
situation in North Middlesex’s emergency 
department has improved from when we 
inspected in May 2016. 

“While services are no longer inadequate, there 
is still a long way to go at the hospital as a whole.” 

Addressing Mr Neville’s criticisms, a hospital 
spokesman said that safeguarding training was 
now at 91 per cent, above the target level of 80 
per cent, hand hygiene had “been addressed” and 
the broken kit had been replaced. 

He said: “We are delighted that the CQC report 
recognises that we have made substantial 
improvements. We will continue to work hard to 
improve the quality and safety of all our services 
including maternity services. 

“Since their inspection was carried out in 
September we have recruited 13 additional mid¬ 


wives to improve the ratio of midwives to moth¬ 
ers in labour at all times and we are pleased to 
say that they will be starting in post between now 
and April. 

“We are also commissioning an external 
review into the hospital’s culture to help improve 
the working environment for all staff and to 
ensure all our patients get good care.”

Cuts ‘threaten families with poverty’ 



‘Hollow words’: Edmonton’s 
Labour MP Kate Osamor 


HARD-UP families face 
being plunged into poverty 
as the “financial lifeline” of 
benefits on which they 
depend are cut as part of 
the Tory government’s 
reform of welfare, 
Edmonton’s Labour MP 
Kate Osamor has warned. 

She was commenting after 
the borough ranked second 
highest in London for the 
number of families receiving 
child and working tax 
credits. 

A total of 20,800 families 
in the borough rely on the 
benefits to top up their low 
incomes, according to an 
analysis of Inland Revenue 
data carried out by the 
GMB trade union. 

On average, Enfield 
families received £154 a 
week and £8,011 annually, 
according to the union. 

With the roll-out of 
universal credit as the 


government looks to slash 
£3.1billion from the social 
security budget, Ms Osamor 
warned of a £30 a week cut 
from the assistance families 
currently receive. 

“The support given to 
families by tax credits can 
often be the difference 
between a family just about 
managing and being plunged 
into poverty,” she said. 

“It is left to the taxpayers 
to foot the bill for the 
working families who are 
chronically underpaid. This 
includes the 14,000 families 
and 27,000 children in 
Edmonton who receive this 
support. The Conservatives 
claim to be building ‘a 
country that works for 
everyone’. However, these 
words will ring hollow to 
the thousands of working 
families who are set to see 
their already stagnated 
incomes cut even further.”

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Police appeal over unprovoked attack 
which left reveller blinded in one eye

DETECTIVES are seeking revellers who 
witnessed a violent assault during New Year’s 
Eve celebrations at Alexandra Palace which left 
an Enfield man blinded in one eye. 

Ali Doositzadeh, 24, was struck in the face 
with a bottle in what police describe as an 
“unprovoked attack” causing him to lose the sight 
in his right eye. 

He had been trying to break up a fight, having 


gone with friends to Ally Pally, in Wood Green, 
to join the New Year celebrations. 

He had been standing enjoying the view on the 
South Terrace close to the fixed viewing binocu¬ 
lars outside the ice rink just after 1.30am on Sun¬ 
day, January 1, when a fight broke out. 

He went to intervene and was hit with the bot¬ 
tle, which slashed his eye 
He was taken to hospital and is continuing to 
receive medical treatment, but doctors have told 
him he will not regain his sight. 

Police say that as it was New Year’s Eve 


many revellers will have taken photographs 
and believe some may have captured images of 
the suspect. 

He is described as Asian, in his late teens and 
5 ft lOins tall, with dark brown hair, and he was 
wearing what police say is a “distinctive” orange 
and white coat. 

“This was a particularly nasty and unprovoked 
attack on a young man who was celebrating the 
New Year with friends,” said Detective Constable 
Ian Cant, from Haringey CID. 

“The level of violence used has left him blind 


in one eye and he remains in hospital recovering 
from his injuries. The suspect was wearing a very 
distinctive coat and I would ask anyone who was 
at Alexandra Palace and who he took pho¬ 
tographs to check the images to see whether he is 
in the background. 

“Any piece of information may help to identity 
the suspect so that we can speak with him.”

HAVING heard people speak rapturously about 
Buckle & Vaughan, Vegetarian Gannet and I 
decided to sneak out of work one lunchtime and 
see what all the fuss was about. 

On being seated, we received a jug of water 
complete with fruit and mint which added a sub¬ 
tle, yet refreshing flavour - a promising start. 

We perused the menu options and decided 
that the lunch would suit our needs best (after 
all, we Gan nets probably need to drop a few 
pounds with all this fine dining going on). 

For starters we picked Bresaola beef with a 
rocket salad, capers, roasted red pepper salad 
and parmesan shavings, which was delicate and 
simply delicious. 

We also had fish cakes, which had an accom¬ 
paniment of pomegranates, adding a lovely 
splash of colour and crunchiness to the dish. 

My main was chicken skewers marinated and 
grilled on charcoal served with pilaf rice - chunks 
of juicy, melt-in-the-mouth chicken breast which 
tasted all the more delicious for having been 
teased, watching it being cooked through the 
kitchen’s viewing window. 

Veggie Gannet plumped for the halloumi and

beetroot salad. The dish was wonderful, espe¬ 
cially the vinaigrette and salad, but she needed 
to dip into my rice to make it filling. 

We shared a dessert, namely chocolate truffle 
and hazelnut torte with honeycomb, served with 
Chantilly cream and strawberry coulis. It was 
presented beautifully with a lovely arrangement 
of fresh fruit. 

To say this was the best chocolate dessert we 
had ever tasted would be an understatement. 


One mouthful brought about a sight not too dis¬ 
similar to the famous restaurant scene in When 
Harry Met Sally. 

Overall, we loved how Buckle & Vaughan 
accompany the food as it makes for an interest¬ 
ing taste sensation and colourful presentation. 

The lunch menu is great as a taster, or if you’re 
looking for a healthy light kick-start to the year, 
but maybe go for the main menu for a more sub¬ 
stantial satisfying meal.

THE Audi A5 enjoyed a huge 
amount of popularity following its 
release in 2007. Ideal for those look¬ 
ing for a smartly designed, but eco¬ 
nomical coupe, it dominated the 
market segment. Now, nine years on, 
it’s been completely redesigned - a 
simple refresh this isn’t. 

It’s sleeker than ever before and 
also lighter, making for a far more 
economical vehicle. It also features 
some of Audi’s most up-to-date tech¬ 
nology, bringing it in line with some 
of the German car maker’s more 
recent models, such as the popular A4. 

The original A5 was a sleek 
machine and the latest edition isn’t 
any different. 

It’s got a lower roofline than the 
outgoing model and while this does 
affect interior headroom, it gives the 
A5 a purposeful look on the road. As 
standard, SE and Sport models come 
fitted with 17-inch alloy wheels, 



while S Line models get larger 18- 
inch versions. Both sizes suit the car 
well and fill the arches nicely. 

Audi is keeping its reputation for 
creating premium cars firmly intact 
and, thankfully, the new A5 is an 
extension of this. Everything is put 
together beautifully, while the cabin’s 
design is up-to-date without being 
too over laden with technology. 

Of course, being a coupe means the 
A5 is never going to be able to offer 
the very best in terms of practicality. 

That said, up front there’s plenty of 
space for passengers with a decent 
amount of storage areas swallowing 
up items such as water bottles 
and sunglasses. 

The rear, however, is a slightly dif¬ 
ferent story. That sloping roofline 
hampers headroom and there’s not a 
huge amount of leg room either. With 
a six-foot driver in front, rear passen¬ 
gers will struggle to fit. It’s best for 
smaller children really. 

Boot space is respectable, at 465 



litres with the seats up. It’s quite deep 
too, which allows it to swallow up 
larger items with ease. 

This can be increased thanks to rear 
seats that split 40:20:40, giving 
greater storage flexibility. 

The Audi A5 isn’t the best option if 
you’re looking to transport a wide 
variety of items, but for the most part 
it does well and will easily cope with 
day-to-day demands. 

The original A5 offered a relatively 
involving drive, no matter which 
engine was under the bonnet. We 
tested the 2.0-litre diesel, which will 
no doubt be the most popular. Throt¬ 
tle response is good and it pulls well 
in any gear. Speaking of cogs, the 
seven-speed automatic gearbox fitted 
to our test car shifted nicely and was 
even more responsive in sport mode. 

The car’s ride sat very much on the 
firm side of things, especially in the 
Sport specification car we tested. On 
flatter surfaces, the ride wasn’t too 
noticeable, but on bumpier country 



lanes it became quite unsettled and 
would transfer a fair few jolts to the 
cabin. There was quite a lot of tyre 
roar, too. 

The steering is pleasant enough, 
although it doesn’t give much feed¬ 
back. The flat-bottomed steering 
wheel in our test car was of a nice 
design, while the paddles mounted to 
either side of it have a good amount 
of weight to them. 

The Audi A5 is a very good car 
for those looking to go long distances 
in comfort. The ride is a little bit 
on the harsh side, but you could com¬ 
bat this by choosing the smaller 
wheel options. 

The Audi A5 is a premium car and 
as such commands a slightly raised 
asking price. 

Base spec cars start at £30,700, ris¬ 
ing to £41,375 for the 3.0-litre diesel 
with Quattro four-wheel-drive tech¬ 
nology. Of course, at the top of the 
range sits the S5, which comes with a 
£47,000 base price.

SPURS MAKE 
THEIR POINT

MOUSA DEMBELE expressed his 
relief that Tottenham Hotspur had 
managed to escape with a point from 
their trip to Manchester City on 
Saturday. 

Spurs were outplayed for much of 
the match at the Etihad Stadium and 
looked to be heading for just their 
third league defeat of the season 
when goals from Leroy Sane and 
Kevin de Bruyne gave the hosts a 
2-0 lead. 

But Dele Alii pulled a goal back 
before Tottenham had a major let-off 
when Kyle Walker escaped unpun¬ 
ished for a clear push on Raheem 
Sterling in the penalty area. 

Having ridden their luck, Son 
Heung-Min grabbed an equaliser 
for the visitors soon after and they 
managed to hold on for a draw which 
keeps them third in the table. 

“In the first half we were very 
disappointing in our style of play,” 
said midfielder Dembele. “We did 
not play as confidently as we usu¬ 
ally do and like we’ve done in the 
previous games. 

“At half-time the manager wasn’t 
happy and told us to get out there 
and play our own game. To be hon¬ 
est, the second half wasn’t that 
great either, but one thing we’ve 
shown is that we can bounce back 
in games. 

“It’s a very important point for us 
and we’re all very happy with that 
point, because everyone could see 
that City were on top of us. 

“They played well and we didn’t 
play our game so then you can 
expect it to be tough. We hung in 
there though and, as I said, it was a 


very important point - we’ll take it 
with both hands.” 

Meanwhile, manager Mauricio 
Pochettino has sought to allay fears 
that key central defender Toby Alder- 
weireld could be set for another 
lengthy spell on the sidelines. 

The Belgian international, who 
was out of action for two months 
earlier in the season, limped out of 
Saturday’s match on 65 minutes 
after feeling tightness in his right 
hamstring. 

With his central defensive partner 


Jan Vertonghen currently sidelined, 
any injury to Alderweireld would 
leave Spurs short of options at the 
heart of their defence - but 
Pochettino revealed that he had 
largely come off as a precautionary 
measure. 

“He felt tight in his hamstring, but 
I don’t believe it’s a big issue,” the 
manager said. “We’ll know better in 
a few days, but it doesn’t look too 
bad. 

“To be honest, I think that Man¬ 
chester City were much better than 


us. In the first half we didn’t play 
in the way we normally play, but 
sometimes it’s difficult to keep the 
momentum and play the way we 
normally play. 

“It was a big challenge for us. The 
belief and character we showed was 
fantastic, and it’s for that reason I’m 
pleased. 

“We didn’t play in the way we 
wanted to play, but it’s important 
sometimes when you cannot play 
your best to believe, and this was a 
fantastic opportunity to show that.” 


Skolars hold on to overcome Wigan in Capital Challenge 


THE London Skolars made a hugely 
encouraging start to their preparations for 
the new rugby league season by beating a 
Wigan Warriors XIII 26-22 in the Capital 
Challenge at the Honourable Artillery

champions in their opening pre-season clash 
and got off to a positive start as winger Sam 
Nash claimed the first try of the match 
inside ten minutes.

Eddie Mbarga extended their advantage 
by barging his way over the line for an 
unconverted score midway through the half, 
but an inexperienced Wigan side hit back as
